(a) at least one herbicide selected from the group consisting of a biscarbamate: 

(b) at least one inorganic adsorbent comprising a silicic acid: and 

(c) at least one surfactant comprising an ethoxylated tridecanol having 5 to 13 ethoxv 
units.

15. (previously presented): The crop protection composition according to claim 14, 
formulated as a water-based suspension concentrate.

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17. (currently a mended): T he c rop p ro taction c omposition a ccording t o c laim 1 6 claim 14 
wherein said inorganic adsorbent(s) is/ar e silicic acid is selected from the group consisting of: 
colloidal silicic acid (silica gel) and pyrogenic silicic acid (Aerosil). 

18. (previously presented): The crop protection composition according to claim 17 wherein 
said silica gel has an SiOz content of at least 95 % and a specific surface area of from 100 to 700 

mVg. 

1 9. (currently a mended): T he c rop p rotection c omposition a ccording t o c laim 1 8 claim 17 
wherein said silica gel has a specific surface area of from 130 to 250 m^/g. 

20. (currently amended): The crop protection composition according to claim 14 wherein 
said surfactant( s ) i s /ar e s e l e cted from th e group comprising othoxylat e d C ^— te-^^Q alcohols, 
e thoxylat e d castor oils and alkyl eth e r sulphat e s the proportion of said at least one surfactant is in 
the range of 5 to 40 % by weight .

23. (currently amended): The crop protection composition according to claim 14^ whereinT-ift 
th e cas e of a h e rbicidal preparation, th e active compound the biscarbamate is selected from the 
group comprising consisting of: phenmedipham, desmedipham, metamitron, othofiim e sat e , and 
mixtur es a mixture of those activ e compound s phenmedipham and desmedipham . 

24. (currently amended): The crop protection composition according to claim 14, further 
comprising one or more auxiliaries selected from the group comprising consisting of: antifreeze 
agents, stabiUzers, antifoams, wetting agents, dispersants^ and carriers. 

25. (currently amended): The crop protection composition according to claim 24 wherein 
said wetting agent and dispersant are selected from the group compri s ing consisting of: 
phosphated distvrenes, di-ef phosphated tristyrenes^ and lignin sulphonates, and mixtures of 
these agents. 
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26. (currently a mended): T he c rop p rotection c omposition according t o c laim 2 5 claim 24 
wherein said wetting agent and dispersant are selected from the group comprising consisting of : 
ethoxvlated tristvrenephenol phosphates, sodium lignin sulphonates, potassium lignin 
sulphonates, calcium lignin sulphonates, magnesium lignin sulphonates, zinc lignin sulphonates. 
ammonium hgnin sulphonates, and mixtures of these agents. 

ethoxylat e d triGtyr e n e phonol phosphat e s and 

th e sodium, potassium, calcium, magn e sium, zinc or ammonium lignin sulphonat e s, or 
mixtures of th e s e ag e nts. 

27. (currently amended): The crop protection composition according to claim 14 wherein, the 
proportion of said at least one inorganic adsorbent adsorb e nt(s) is within the range of 0.5 to 25 % 
per weight. 

28. (currently amended): The crop protection composition according to claim 14 wherein the 
proportion of said at least one inorganic adsorbent adsorb e nt(s) is within the range of 2.0 to 15.0 
% per weight, and wherein the proportions, of said surfactant Gurfactant(s) is within the range of 
10 to 35 % by weight, and wherein the proportion of said herbicide active compound(s) is within 
the range of 5.0 to 75.0 % by weight. 

29. (currently a mended): T he c rop p rotection c omposition a ccording t o o laim 1 4 claim 24 
wherein t he i ndividual compon e nts o f sa id c omposition active compounds and auxiliaries are 
finely ground and adjusted to a degree of fineness from 0.5 to 20 |im [[,]] said compon e nts 
comprising active compounds and auxiliaries, said auxiliari e s b e ing solocted fi'om the group 
comprising antifr ee ze agents, s tabiliz e r s , antifoams, wetting agents, disp e rsants and carri e rs . 

30. (currently amended): The crop protection composition according to claim 29 wherein 
said compon e nts active compounds and auxiUaries are adjusted to a degree of fineness of < 10 
|im. 

3 1 . (currently amended): A process for preparing a crop protection composition according to 
claim 1 4 claim 24 wherein the individual compon e nts of said composition active compounds and 
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auxiliaries are finely ground and adjusted to a degree of fineness in the range of 0.5 to 20 \im 
[[,]] oaid compon e nts compnGing activ e compoundD and auxiliarios, said auxiliari e s b e ing 
se l e cted from th e group comprising antifr ee z e agents, stabilizors, antifoams, w e tting ag e nts, 
disp e r s ants and carriers . 

32. (currently amended): A process according to claim 31 wherein said compon e nts active 
compounds and auxiliaries are finely ground and adjusted to a degree of fineness < 10 ^m. 

33. (new) The crop protection composition according to claim 14, wherein the composition is 
formulated as a suspension concentrate, 

34. (new) The crop protection composition according to claim 14, further comprising one or 
more active compounds selected from the group consisting of metamiltron and ethofumesate. 
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
